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Bonaall Cross, Derbyshire. HonsaH is a quaint and 
pretty little village not far from Croniford. with a pic¬ 
turesque church of its own, a 17th century inn and a still 
older Cross (restored in 1870) mounted on a pedestal of 
thirteen decreasing steps. Honsall is a mWe and a half 
from Matlock Hath. 
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
